DEFINITE REPLY WOT GIVEN 



Venerable Sir Charles Tupper 
Speal<s Strongly on the 
Party's Position 



A'ancoiiver, Jan. 6. — A deputation of 
Oranse Conservalivc.s of Vancouver, 
not aa representlna tlio Orange body, 
but a.s electors In an Independent capa- 
city, interviewed Sir Charles Hlbbert 
Tupper at his residence late tonight, 
asking him to be a candWate for Van- 
couver at the next federal election. . 

Sir Hlbbert in' reply did not give a 
direct answer, but after indicating the 
growing prospect of a Conservative 
victory at the next election, declared 
ho was In the hands of the parti/ as 
to where he should run. He stated 
ffiat ho Iiad already accepted the 
Pictou, N. S., nomination, but said It 
would be iiuito unique if he i-an In 
both constituancies, because one Was 
on the Atlantic shore and the other on 
the Pacific. He gave no lurther In- 
dication of his intention except this. 

In n political review of events since 
the advent of the Laurier administra- 
tion and his own retirement, he de- 
clared that the country had been de- 
bauched from one end to the other. 
He referred to the differences that 
arose over the Remedial Bill, but 
stated that all the .signs of the day 
were pointing to a reunion of the Con- 
.servatlve party from one end of Can- 
ada to the other.- '■• 

But the feature of the> evening was 
an address by Sir Charles -Supper, 
Bart., who, contrary to the advice of 
hi,=) physician, made a characteristic 
.speech of half an hour, in which he 
reviewed politics since before confed- 
eration. i-Ie declared the Liberal gov- 
ernment had adopted practically the 
entire platform of the Conservative 
party, which they, formerly condemned. 
He instanced the opposition which 
the Liberals made to the building of 
the C. P. R. to British Columbia, and 
how the" Conservatives, in the face of 
possible defeat, had championed the 
building up of the west. Referring to 
the 1000 election, the former Premier 
declared that Sir Wilfrid Laurier wont 
to the country with a majority of 
twelve seats in Ontario, but that he. 
Sir Charle.s, in the face of the opposi- 
tion of the Boss and Laurier Govern- 
ment.s of that day worked a revolution, 
securing eighteen seats ' majority -for 
the Consers'atlves in OnUir.^o. If he 
could do that, tiien .Mr. Borden can, 
with tlie help of.. Ontario, Manitoba 
and British Columbia and the reunion 
of the Conservative party, which he 
saw on all sides* win in the next elec- 
tion. 

The aged statesman made a wonder- 
ful speech.

This was to the cement 
wall built by the city on the Dallas 
road. Some eighty feet of this was 
dam.aged by the impact of the waves 
and floating debris wiiich washing in- 
ward, cut the clay from beneath, and 
moved the wall in places three feet. 
The city engineer at last night's ses- 
sion of the city council reported -Upon 
the damage and was instructed to 
have It repaired at once. 

The following Is his report: 

I regret to report that a portion of 
the cement wall on Dallas road has 
been damaged by the action of the se- 
vere storms of the last few days, the 
extent of which It is impossible as yet 
to estimate, owing to the extreme 
height of the tide during the day time. 
The damago was caused principally by 
a large quantity , of floating timbers 
which were driven In by the storm; 
and the tide being high, the logs cut 
the clay down to the bottom of the 
foundatlpn of the wall, to a depth in 
places of about 6 feet. The section" 
damaged up to tonight 1.? approxlmate- 
80 feet in length. 

I would recommend that repairs be 
made as soon as the tides and weather 
are favorable, the estimated cost of 
which will be reported later.

Paris, Jan. 6. — The French govern- 
ment Is considerably exercised over 
the reports cabled to some American 
newspapers last week in which it is 
represented ,aa secretly desir- 
ous of 'a war between Japan 
and the United States tind the 
■deMi^cUon of the JlmefHtcto fleet 
with the wlttmato object of witness- 
ing the internationaliasation of the 
Panama canaL 

The Associated Press was authoriz- 
ed to ' declare today that nothing 
could be farther from tho truth. 
France Is the sincere friend of both 
countries, and she is extremely des- 
irous of seeing tiie present dlfliculty 
satisfactorily settled. France as long 
ago as last spring made a tender of 
her good ofilces in ease she could be 
of .<:orvico. 

"You can say, moreover,' tho In- 
formant of thd Associated Press said, 
"that Priinoo is entirely optimistic 
reg.ardlng tho outcome. It seems to 
us that in the settlement of the im- 
migration question the fact that Groat 
Britain, .Tapan'a ally, has the same 
problem to solve, should make It 
easier for America to reach a satis- 
factory adjustment, and especially, 
if America ,and Great Britain act in 
unison along parallel lines." 

On the other iiand, a growing i.cr- 
vousness rer^arding the outcome Is 
to be seen In diplomatic circles here. 
A. roin'csontat I vo of one of the groat, 
powers .said today to tho Associated 
Press in this cnnectlon: 

"While I am optimistic regarding 
tho Immigration question, unless 
there should be a, recurrence of the 
unfortunate attacks, on Japanese' in, 
California, I ami distinctly pessimis- 
tic concerning" . the' settlement of- the 
ultimate lssue,^' "tljat, , of •oo.thTnerclal 
supremacy in v the ' Paft'Iflo. .America 
stands for the open door. She has 
stood quietly by; while ,Tapnn pro- 
ceeded to monopolisio Kore.i, and 
Manchuria. When she seeks to enter 
China, as she will, America must cry 
halt or abandon the doctrine of the 
open door, which has be-:>n the key- 
stone of her i)ollc.\''in tlio far east.

He Refuses, However, to Dis- 
cuss the Result of His 
Mission 



HISTORY OF NEGOTIATIONS 



Japanese Refused to Discuss-^ 
Question Until Commission- *; 
er Ishii's Return • 



Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux, minister of 
labor and postmaster-general, who. 
went to Tokio in October to enter into. .. 
negotiations with the Japanese gov- 
ernment with regard to the restriction 
of the emigration of Japanese to Ca- 
nada, returned by the -steamer Em- 
press of China, which reached port 
yesterday morning, , accompanied by 
Gapt. Verret, his private secretary.' 
Mrs.- Lemieux, Joseph Pope, C. M. G., 
under-secretary of state, and Mr. Ba- 
ker, other members of the party, are 
returning to Ottawa by way of San 
Francisco, having booked passage on 
the steamer Mongolia of tho Pacific 
Mail lino leaving "irokohama January 
3. Hon. Mr. Lemieux had intended to 
return to Canada via Europe, but the . 
result of the negotiations necessitated 
an earlier r6tBrnj.tOH <;^tavra*^WhereVhei;; 
will present 'his 'report to ' the ■ govern- - 
ment. 

It Is stated on the authority of a 
Japanese statesman connected with 
the foreign office at Tokio that the 
result of the mission was Inconclusive, 
but that, following interchange of 
notes between Ottawa and Tokio, a 
verbal agreement will be reached 
whereby Japan will agree to restrict 
emigration to the Dominion. Hon. Mr. 
Lemieux would not make any state- 
ment In this respect. The following 
statement for publication was given 
out by Capt. Verret, his private sec- 
retary: 

"On being asked what was the re- 
sult of his negotiations with tho Jap- 
anese government, Mr. Lemieux said: 

"Much as I would like to spealc, I 
cannot say at present what is the rcr 
suit of the negotiations. Any state- 
ment I have to make belongs Hrst to 
council. My mission will bo completed 
only after my return to Ottawa, where 
I expect to be at the end of this week. 
My colleagues will then be in a ,posl- , 
tion to fully consider the wholei auesr 
tion. I have every reason to: believe.-

His Lips Are Sealed. 

Hon. Mr. Lemieux was asked by a 
Colonist reporter if any agreement 
had been concluded, but he declined 
to make any statement in that regard 
further than the above. 

"As to what was the outcome of the 
negoilations, or to what extent It li 
proposed to restrict emigration, my 
lips are sealed. I cannot make any 
statement whatever until I have re- 
ported to the government at Ottawa." 

Iji au interview given to a member 
of the Juyu Tsushin news agency be- 
fore sailing, he said: 

"Tho question of immigration has 
become acute in Canada since many 
years. In tact, over twenty blUs have 
Ijeuu pas.'sed against oriental Immigra- 
tion by the legislature of British Col- 
umbia, but were disallowed by the 
Dominion government. Tho g.uo.-itlon 
is, therefore, not a new one. At the 
lime when tho Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance was formed, a commercial treaty 
between Japan and Canada was also 
discussed. In order to avoid any 
trouble in connection with the immi- 
grants, the Canadian authorities 'i'wera : 
approached by Mr. Nosse,v, the^'i|theh. 
consul staying In Canada, who ' ietsaurea v 
tho government that they-;' need " riot 
fear aa,;,iniliuc of Immigrants, because 
the Jifflanesa government would al- 
ways mike it a point to voluntarily 
restrict tho number of emigrants. As- 
surance to that effect was repeatedly 
given. But within ten months after ■ 
the adoption of tho treaty, as many 
as 8,000 Japanese immigrants landed 
In Canada, it is but natural that Euch 
a sudden competition la the labor 
market should create some agitation, 
as Japanese labor coats one dollar and 
a half a day, while tliat of tho Cana- 
dians is rated at three dollars- Can- 
ada, tho largiist colony of tho British 
Empire, wliich Is the ally of Japan, 
wishes to keep up her friendly rela- 
tions with Jaiiaa. It Is her sincuro 
desira to come to an amicable under- 
standing and I trust tliat the same; 
will be done at no distant date." • ,

That there has been practically lit- 
tle or no Inspection of a regular char- 
acter made of the various laundries 
and wash houses in the city was the 
opinion of the city council before 
which a report, made by the pluniblng- 
inspector, was read at Isist nl 
meeting. On Doc. 2 the council passed 
a resolution asking that the. building, 
sanitar.x' and plumbing inspectors! makd' 
an in.spectlon of all - the 'laundries in 
the city from their respective stand 
points. The plumbing inspector's re- 
port, the only one so far .received, was 
taken to. mean that the by.l.aw .regulat 
ing th«^e places has been. practically a 
dead letter! 

Aid, Vincent declared thati" tlie situ 
ation vvas a serious one. If the facts 
set forth- in the report were correct, 
Tiie present bylaw covered every point 
mentioned in the report and with strict 
regulations in force something must 
be wrong when such conditions could 
exist. 

Aid. Gleason was also out,spoken in 
his condemnation of existing conditions 
and suggested that the report be re 
ferred to the plumbing and sanitary 
inspectors %vlio should see that the 
provisions of the bylaw were rigidly 
enforced. 

The city solicitor explained that in 
tiie case of some of the Cbinesp tlie 
bylaw had not been strictly enforced 
in respect to some of its ]ii-ovislon 
had it been done it would have been 
a decided luirdslilp on what was con 
sidered a liardw-orking class. But the 
cit>- had tlio authority, if it wished, t»j 
enforce all provisions pf the bylaw. 
Plumbing Inspector's Report 

The rei)ort of the plumbing Inspec- 
tor, to which was attached a schedule 
setting out in detail the state of each 
laundry doingr business in the city, 
\^'as as follows: 

Gentlemen — In compliance with the 
following resolution, passed by the 
Heal 111 and Morals committee on Decem- 
ber 2nd., 

■•That the Bulldiiig. !<anitti,ry and 
Plumbing lnspeet(n- be instrueted to 
visit all the laundries and wash-houses 
in the city and report to the council: 
(a) The number of wash-houses and 
tlielr locality. (li) Bescrlption of the 
premises from tlie standpoint of each of- 
licitr. (c) Suggestieiis ndative to the 
proper re,gulatiuiis of same." 

I lien;witli suljinlt a report on the 
sanitary condition of each, laundry doing, 
businps:^ in tills city. It will bo under- 
stood tli.it tli(> scliodulo annexed hereto; 
treats of eaeli case separately, and as 
the conditiiuis are similar, it is niineees- 
sary to give remarks and the necessary 
remedy for each Indlvlduii.l case. 

There ai-e, to my knowledge, twonly- 
'9lx laundries inropesration In this city, 
of which twenty-one are .opcrattd by 
Cliinesi\ while the balanceL'are operated 
by white peojile, foiir of ;tho - latter be- 
Ingr conmiunly lnio\-,n as steam laundries. 

Of the Chinese laundries the major 
portion are situated within the firo lim- 
its, one beins in the heart of Chinatown, 
and with one exception are light franio 
structures of a very pool- type,' and as 
a last resort have been rented to Chi- 
nese for use as laundries, bting gc^ner- 
ally of such a low type that they could 
not be used for ajjy .other purpose. 
;i'.,The 'i^utter.'^dlsi'iBgiilrd.' of . thfese^'fiooplo 
for all sanitary laws •makes these di- 
lapidated sliacks with wooden floors, 
etc., a breeding place for the bacteria 
of all germ diseases, and in lu-arly every 
In.stanee are in such ,a condition tliat 
they are positively a menace, to the pub- 
lic health. An Instance. o'£ the low 
habits of tliese Chinoise was illustrated 
by the fact that, during the inspection 
a wasli-tray was actually soon in use 
for the purpose of a urinal, and when 
the proprietor had the matter brought 
to his notice, his demeanor satisfied the 
writer that It must be a general cus- 
tom. 

From the information obtained, I 
found that sonn; of these laundries have 
as many as customers, and by this 

fact 11 will readily be scon that should 
any of the Inmates contract anv of the 
pestilential diseases, an epidemic might 
i!aslly follow, as the contagion would 
be readily communicated through the 
listrilmtion of their work. In thisi -way 
they constitute a great danger 



Streets, Bridges and Sewers 

The report of the streets, bridges

Kiectrio- Co.'s park, "'^and We~ reconi- 
mend that this: be referred to the 
serious consideration -dt' the Incoming 
council. iMeariwhlle' thei danger to 
Mr. Brown's property has been abat- 
ed. 

Recommend that a plank walk be 
laid on l.adysmith street, south side 
from St, Ijawrence eastward, 100 
feet. 

Be coninuniicatlon from K. A\ Car- 
low, et.al., ttsking for repairs to 
May street. 'We recommend that said 
street bo made passable for teams, 
liietween Moss street and Adelaitte 
street. 

Kecommend(Hl that a ditcli be dug 
on each side of llulton street to drain 
off tlie surface water from stiid street 
to make it passable for the winter. 

A number of residents of Princess 
street petitioned for an electric light 
on that thoroughfare. Tho rotiuest 
was referred to the Electric light 
committee but as tlic fvinds at the 
disposal of -that committee have al- 
ready been exhausted the petition will 
have to be dealt with by the Incom- 
ing eouncll,

Justice Martin Writes

from the oflicials of the Union of Cana- 
dian Municipalities commending his 
stand on the Store street matter. 

A\'lien this question was lirst broach- 
ed the maj-or wrote to AV. D. Lightall, 
secretary of the union, explaining the 
position and asking that llie union take 
the matter up as one of interest to ail 
niuniclpalities. Mr. Lightall apparent- 
ly communicated with several members 
of the executive of. the union, as Mayor 
Morley is In receipt of a letter from 
Mr, Lightall enclosing letters from 
.Toshua Dyke, mayor of Port William, 
Ont., telling of that city's stand on 
similar cases and from H. Bragrs, vice- 
president of the Canadian Municipal 
.Tournal company, limited. 

Mr. Lightall wrote stating that the 
mayor's letter had been referrad ,'o the 
various members of the executive of 
the union and that that body is pre- 
pared to do anything necessary. 
Mayor Morley explained this to mean 
that the union would do everything In 
Its power to aid tho mty In Its stand 
against the E. & N. to fight the appli- 
cation before the railway commission. 
From Ottawa Solicitors. 
The letter from tlie Ottawa solicitors 
wliri are actin.g for the clt.y, was as 
I'ollows: 

Dears .Sirs, — AVe duly received your 
letters of the ITlIi and ISth inst., with 
enclosures, also yinu' lelegraiii of :;fith 
Inst. We Iind tiiat the'

which the. latter expressed . its willing-' 
ness to give on the company entering 
Into, a :certaln agreement safeguarding 
the 'City's present and future Interest. 
The railroad company accepted all of 
the agreement!?, with slight modifica- 
tions, except a certain clause 15, which 
reads as lollows; 

"15. The company, at tho reciuest 
of tile city, and upon being assuirrod 
a fair and etiultable consideration 
tlierfore, will grant running powers to 
other railroad companies who may re- 
quest the same over their rails in tlio 
city streets, and at the like recjuest 
will outer Into truffle agreements with 
other railway comiiariles for the trans- 
liortatloii of friclglit and baggage to, 
from and through the city." 

The company absolutely refuse to 
accept the above, clause In the agree- 
ment, and' the city council has refused 
to grant , the company the use of thd 
thoroughfare; without ^ tho said clause. 
The .cbnip.aoy, therefore, has taken 
their application before the railroad 
commission without, lirst obtaining 
consent of the city, as required Uy 
Section 285 of the act. 

Leaving for the moment , the ^g^neralj 
quiestion aa effecting th^ Wght '6f;Xftll 
municipalities to retain control of -their 
thoroughfare under any and all con- 
ditions, this particular case Is the more 
important to Victoria, inasmuch aa 
the street along which the company 
seeks to extend its line of railroads Is 
the only artery over whieli a rail ser- 
vice can be made to serve all the 
wholesale miiiiul'actii'riiig and water 
front wharfage interests of the harbor 
and h.'irbor front, and it has alway.s 
been the intention of tlie city slnoe 
the iiniiortance of this tilorough^are 
has been recognized, lo koe]) it open 
to all rtillroad companies for union 
servit:e. It is tlie street nearest to and 
jiarfeUel to file liarbor front. 

Bike many otlier cities in Canada, 
Victoria up to tiie present has siift'ered 
from having- foolisiiiy roliiKinislied its 
valuable street car franchise and 
pructicall.v its telephone franchl.-ie from 
wiilcli the city obtains no revenue 
and in the case of the street car com- 
pany tlio city has practically no juris- 
diction over them wliatever, but once 
iiit, twice shy; tho cities throughout 
Cttnada to regain and retain control 
of its thoroughfares and this case 
which we have at the present tiinc 
with the C. P. R. Railway company or 
their subsidiary company, the E. & N., 
I consider of too great Importance to 
all cities in Canada" to allow the mat- 
ter to bie dM.lt with without an ap- 
peal to our Canadian Municipal Union 
to interest; themselves in the ca.^e. 

"While I do not think that the com,- 
misslon would for one moment over- 
rule the intention of the act and give 
the company the right to enter upon 
our streets without the consent of tho 
city. It Is (lulte clear that the company 
is making an attempt before the com- 
mission to set the power of the muni- 
cipality aside. Of course, the city is 
making a proper reprcsenttitiim of It.^ 
case to the Cominlssion at Ottawa, 
;ind requesting that if the commission 
is intent on considering the application 
of the company that the case be dealt 
Willi locally at the point of interest. 

If I have not made the case sulll- 
ciently clear to you please let me know 
and I will further attempt to do so. 
Secretary's Reply.

Council of Municipality Turns 
Down Application For Site 
at Turkey Point 



The request of the Oak Bav Boat 
club to remove a boalhouse to a loca- 
tion on Turkey Point, wliicii was re- 
cently acquired by the niunicipalilv 
for public purposes, was turned down 
at the regular meeting of the Oak b.-lv 
municipal council, held last evening.

Later on in the evening Councillor 
Newton moved tluit the petition be 
referi-ed back to llie solicitors for 
them to say in what manner it sliould 
lie a.ni(!nded, so as to make it legal 
f.ir the council to grant the reiiuest of 
the (;Iub, Jl<! believed tliat the solic- 
itors were under a nilsapiirehension 
as to what was wanted by the club. 
Councilor Noble "was of the opinion 
that as far as the council was con- 
cerned the matter was ended, •while 
Councilor Sutherland held 'similar 
thoughts.

— In pre- 
senting tyou . wltjj;;..i the ;i various . re- 
ports fer the -year 1907.^ I 'beg to pall 
your attention to some ■ matters of 
general Interest and import, referring 
you to the said reports lor details and 

The year 1007 has proved a fullill- 
moiit of the i)ronil3u of 190b, a year 
of continued growth, progress and 
general prosperity. The real estate 
exclleineiU of last full and winter 
fortunately did not ruacii such pro- 
portions us to cause any serious ru- 
aetion or menace to, the. steady sxr 
paiisinn that set ' In at the ■ beginning 

of I'JUli. 

Tlio amount of building lias ex- 
ceeded tliat of any previous year in 
the liistory of the city, and all classes 
of trade and industry have .been 
taxed to their full capacity. 

Many of tlie suggestions outlined 
in my report of last year have been 
adopted this, iiaiuoly. Doing away 
with public subscriptions, the Sooke 
survey, the adoption of a general 
system of •boulevards,, curb and gut- 
ter for residence Streets, the local im- 
provement system -for all new work, 
liquor llcehsp'" rfegulatloh, separate 
systeirt of waterworks' accounts, ap- 
Ijointment of a park commission, and 
some minor matters, and other mat- 
ters not mentioned have been carried 
out, such as the numbering of the 
houses, , and adopting a system for 
gradually changing of the receipt of 
taxes to save tlie large amount of in- 
terest now paid, etc. 

While much still remains to be done 
by tlie incoming council, before wo 
can boast of being up to date in all 
matters pertaining to municipal worlv 
the movietneiit this yeaf, allliougji 
sadly retarded by a shortage of lab- 
or and the extremely high price of 
material, has been of a decidedly pro- 
gressive character. 

Finance 

The only new loans assumed by the 
city this year are for the waterworks 
improvement, $13,000, covered by 
water revenue, and school purposes 
$36,500, A'ictorla being particularly 
fortunate in not having to raise any 
large sums during the money market 
stringency of the past few njontlis. 

The tax rate was not raised and 
taxes were paid as promptly in l'J07 
as in IDOG, notwithstanding the raise 
in assessnienta and the large amount 
of real estate which changed liands. 
The best po.ssible guarantee ol Llie 
financial stability of our cllj-. 

As foreseen, although the revenue 
was considerably Incrensed, the build- 
ing expansion has called tor a.,pro- 
portionately much larger exiioiidliure. 
Tlie situation lias been fairly met by 
tlie adoption of the local improve- 
ment sy.'itern for all new work whicli 
will in time enable ilie reduction of 
the general ta.K rates. 

Although rigid economy has been 
exercised in all departments owing 
to the large amount of extraordinary 
expeiidiluro met out of general reve- 
nue a small dolicit of less tlian $3,000 
exists. The extra expenditures iiKf 
amount to considerably over $30,000, 
the greater amount of which this 
council was not responsible for, and 
are as follows: Esquimau water- 
works suit, 515,000, board of health, 
(.special) 55,000, ^treet numbering, 
$2,500, lieywood 'avenue sidewalk, 
etc., (advanced out of general reve- 
nue), |2,51O0, new machinery, (ad- 
vanced out of general revenue, to be 
charged jjro rata on local Improve- 
ment work to the extent' bt tho life 
of the liiachlnery), $4,i20.00„ Sooke 
survey, (extra), ^1,600.00., In lieu of 
subscriptions, $5,000. ' ' ' 

From 58,000 to ,$1Q.006 Is each 
year lost to the city,, paid out for in- 
terest on temporary' loans prior to 
receipt ol taxes. Following out a 
suggestion made years .baQk to Ma\'or 
Beavcn, the fiouncil haS arranged for 
the tax payment to be made earlier 
each year until the time for' receiving 
comes at the beginnlns of the year 
Instead of in October, thus saving 
interest charges and cnalinng. 
the council to (leal Intelligently with 
tlie year's expenditures. 

An attempt was made to reduce the 
tax on improvements and I trust that 
this year tliis tax will be rediu'od t.j 
,•1 minimum of say not to exceed 10 
per cent of the assessed value, every 
encouragement slunild be given to 
improve property particularly when 
so many large saps oxlsl, in the bus- 
iness portion from Plio cleaning out 
of wooden buildings, at the samij time 
discouraging tiie holding of ' vacant 
property at the expense of neighbor- 
ing improvomcnts. 

The present imw.arraiilod ral(; in 
fire insurance (■omi)o!s llie cw to 
seek relief ■ undoi- a s\'stem of iiumlcl- 
pal insurance. I would suggesi u.;it

Money; has 'remained;;free and plen- 
tiful, in the city throughout . the y«>ar, 
With. , everit evidence of ,a. Steady con- 
tinuation of the cbndltibhs now ruling, 
Victoria not belrig appreciably affoct- 
ed by the stringency In other centres. 
Water Works. 

KarI,^■ in the year the Cfnmcll jjro- 
vided for a, lumijj at l^lk 1,-ike to In- 
creuse the How of watei' llirougli the 
]2-liich main, which has n'sultcfl in 
a somewhat iiiiprovi>d .-;ervl(U-, ami the 
Cleaning of the lakes and sourround- 
Ings has made a marked, Iniprovoment 
In the quality of .the' ■Water, which i.h 
jow all that could bo -.desired. The 
season has been an unusually dry ono 
and the demand largely Increased, but 
by enforcing stringent regulations 
against waste, J3lk. lake has held up In 
a surtsi'lslrig niartner.^^; .-^ 

The atmosphere Is n,t last clear of 
the bugbear lawsuit which has so 
long given councils and citizens an 
excuse for delaying .action on tlie 
the water question. The failure of 
tho .supply oi: the .Bsquimalt Water 
Works company has proved an op- 
portune object lesson. The council 
has, after much unnecessary delay, 
obtained' the survey of Sooke lako and 
the pipe line, since which Expert Ad- 
amd has fully considered and report- 



ed.iupon all phase*) of the water quos-. 
tlonV; and there Is -xib>y ho lotiger ' ex-: 
0}^8fi^fpr further delay in,, adopting 'a 
cqmjpletei system. ,gf;, water works Im- 
provemeritj for the present and future. 

On. account of so, many' and .diverse 
opinions «xistl^ig^;^as!;yf<iKwe:s^ 
tlon of the que>tlpn; ?'the' ^cbuhotl at 
the sug'ge^tlonisfof. the 'Water cbmmi.s- 
slonor ^paSqed,'^.:Jn . August, a resolution 
requesting' 'Mr. ■„ Adams to make ex- 
plicit recommendations as to the best 
means ot Increaaliiff the water supply, 
the council pledgins. Itself to submit 
tho aaniG in a by-law without amend- 
ment. 1'hlH ha.s now been done, and 
there is every reason why Mr. Adams' 
recommendations sliould bo adojjted 
and tho work pusiied to an early com- 
pletion. Althougli the by-law calls 
for a total expenditure of $619,000, 
only $90,000 applies to the improve- 
ment of Elk lake,, the balance being 
for matters tliat would be equally 
valuable to any other source of supply 
hereafter adopted.

The referendumi- on. the adoption of 
feookc lake as a, mcan.s of Increasing 
our supply when necessity requires, 
will no doubt moot with the hearty 
approval of tho citi/.ens. Although 
l!;lk lako will serve at the present rate 
ot increase for some years, we cannot 
afford to liesitate in regard to our fq- 
ture sui)ply, therefore steps should be 
taken Immediately to secure tlie 
Sooke water for the city, after duo 
ccnisidoratioii of i\rr. Adams' rci)art, 
taking into consideration the amount 
of water ;iv,-iilable per day from eacli 
somn:o and compijrativi> co-it, th(H-e 
can be. but fine opinion. It is too early 
to decide on the actual metliod of 
dealing with .Sooke lake, but I would 
suggest for consideration • that a.n ac- 
cumulating fturd be set aside from 
water revenue lor tlie gradual devel- 
opment ratlitjr than to leave the wluile 
work of Iniprovem.iJht . until the time 
of actual need arises, when delays are 
dangerous. 

Civic Improvements 

To the streets committee and coun- 
cil of 1907 is due tlie honor of adopt- 
ing the local improvement system I'or 
all new work and through it compicLe 
and ijermanent street iniiirovoment 
consisting of cement sidewalks, curb 
and gutter, boulevard and road nar- 
rowed to an economic widtli and well 
rounded up, that will if fostered by 
succeeding council.s, with tlie co-oper- 
ation of the citizens within a .short 
time render our untidy streets trim, 
sanitary and beautiful. ' The most im- 
portant result iif.,the JocalJmprovenient 
systen.i Is thiitvrth<|f:p?tiPMty owners 
realizing theViddedi'x^aWe'tc) their pro- 
perty are willing to freely spend money 
for which tftey'beheflt direct gives em- 
ployment,- to "a very much -larger force 
of .men': 'throughout the year than 
would"t>th"erwlse be, the case. The ac- 
tual result at pre-sent .;in : Vlotorla is 
that there Is 'In Sight :Suflicienf work 
to give steady, ehiployment, to .twice the 
number of men as" heretofore. 

Modern machinery has,^ been ob- 
tained, riamely, concrete ''mixer, road 
grader, and a much larger additional, 
rock crusher and an up-to-date creo- 
soting plant for the treatment of street 
paving blocks. Another concrete mix- 
er will be required at, once there being 
enough work to keep, two steadily em- 
ployed. ' ■'^'■^-^■^_ ' ~ , 

i The unprecedente'4;'teina,;id,.and con- 
sequent shortage 'otj&brfifiahd^addltloii- 
al cost of from .t\^bfftJ?,t'o twenty-livo 
per cent, for labor and material has 
seriousl.v handicapped the city in car- 
rying out the 'great amount of worli 
required, it was deemed best to work 
all available help on tlie cement side- 
walk work as far into the winter as 
frost woiiiil permit, leaving the bulk 
of tlie sewer and road making and re- 
pairs to be done in the winter months. 
There being now an end to labor short- 
ago no further troul.de need arise from 
this source. Some $3,500 more than 
in lOOti was spent on maintenance of 
streets, bridges and sidewalks and 
some $14,000 worth of cement side- 
walk has been laid in excess of 1906, 
and over $2,000 more spent for sprinlc- 
ling. 

Owing to the great difliculty in ob- 
taining the building of the creosoting 
plant a serious delay occurred In re- 
pavlng txovernment street. Now tho 
plant Is In full working order the new- 
work of street paying already passed 
upon will be pushed to completion and 
will no doubt bo followed by further 
extension.s until the entire business 
portion of tiie city is paved. With the 
growing a]ipreciation of the local im- 
'provement yysleni and following tlie 
lead of other cities of the lirst class, 
there will be calls for asjdialt or some 
other dustless |)aving fur tlie better 
residential streets, 'i'liis is the more 
nec(-ssary in Victoria on account of 
the piiiN'crlzIng tendency of our rock 
which calls for a countiiracting mater- 
ial sucli as bitunien or tar. An ex- 
perimental piece of roadway of this 
nature was laid on the iJirdcuge Walk 
extension and is pruving the value of 
the treatment although crudely done. 

Plans xs'cre ijrcpared for the straight- 
ening and paving of the street to the 
outer wharf and plans ordered pre- 
pared for the widening of upper Fort 
street opening througli to Oak Bay 
avenue, but owing to shortage of labor 
these necessary works of improvement 
had to be li^Id over. I sincerely hope 
they wlU^bfl carrJed out this year also 
that befbro buildings takes place a fur- 
tiier attempt will be made to sfralghien 
out and boulevard" that magnltlcent 
thoroughfare, Coolc Street, spreading 
the cost over the entire length of the 
it root as was intended'. 

i'lio laying -of traoUe' fpr handling 
freight cars bn Store, Wharf aiid lower 
Yates- street has , been severaj years 
under consideration, and it 'has be- 
come Imperative that It be abw done 
without ' delay either by the city or 
subject to city control. ' • . - • 

The Increasing demand for sprink- 
ling necessitates that the work be 
dono under the local iinijrovomeiit 
system, wliereby all tieinunda may be 
met at a r('!isoiiabl>' cost. 

(.'onslderab'e deluy and loss has 
been (•.\jierieiK;ed in oblalniiig delivery 
of sand and lllllng for the local im- 
provement work, the amount of worlc 
In sight calls for the city being in an 
independent posilion in all such mat- 
ters. A groat saving in cost and Im- 
provement ill systi'ni would result 
from the appointment of a capable and 
wideawake general superintendent of 
works .^o thorouglily systemisie the or- 
der of procedure and Insure prompt 
supply and regulation of labor and ma- 
terial. 

Light and Telephone 
There. Is still much improvement 
nebded In our city lighting. Although 
njahi'.jamps have been added, a great 
manyi'mi'bre are needed. It Is neces- 
sary to replace the remaining old 
stylo lamp with tho new stylo adopted 
last year. 

Plans satisfactory to the electrical 
engineers, both of the telciihono com- 
p.iny and city aro completed foi- the 
placing of all telophonq and city light 
and alarm wires underground in tho

Health and Morals 

Except a slight epidemic of measles, 
general throughout tliO coast, the city 
iius enjoyed excdptionui iipalth. The 
water sup)dy nas been lendered free 
of all oi)Jectionable tast..- and color and 
lies been of llio very licst quality for 
ail purpose.^. 

The thoniugh clean up of Chinatown 
made the early part of 190G has been 
reiieated in a still more thorough 
nuinuer, also of the Johnson street 
ravine and the roars of premises all 
over the business .po.rtlon of .the' city 
and more unsanitary. 'aiid ifnslghtly 
buildings have been destroyed than in 
the aggregate of many previous years. 
In number some one hundred, 

More stringent measures must be 
taken to enforce sanitation in all 
buildings and connection with .sewers. 

With the' completion of tho C. P. R. 
hotel It became necessary lo discon- 
tinue dumping refuse on the James 
Bay flats. There being no other sani- 
tary and economical means of disposal 
a ijyiaw for the jiurchaKe of an in- 
clnei-atiir jdant was sulimilted, but on 
account of the non-realization of the 
necessity it was defeated. In conse- 
quence the council havt! been put to 
serious straits to provide temporary 
means of disposal. . 

Now that the necessity is rightly 
under.stood no doubt the bylaw to be 
subnilttde at the time of the election 
will be endorsed, especially as it will 
not impose any additional general tax. 

In this conectlon It Is, the, Intiention 
of ; the bity to iindertake and •Bupervlie 
the whole systein of garbage collection 
and disposal. 

In the past year the houses of lllfame 
on Broad street and on Douglas, 
Courtney aiid Bi'oughton streets have 
been put ,out.«of. business, tliis tratlic 
being now restricted to a very snuiii 
portion of tho lower end of Herald 
and Chatham , streets. _ .'^*;'tr5t-,' 

l.,l(luor license regulatlo'h's li'av'e been 
passed and aro enforced. Saloon pro- 
niisos liave all been altered In con- 
fornilly with tho bylaw doing away 
v.'l' liack rooms and lilind entrances 
and closing at rwrular hours. The 
good effect of the regulations as well 
as the carrying out of the common 
law for the' maintonaiice of order In 
connection witli licensed premises has 
been seriously slultlllod by tlio unfor- 
tunate appointment of unlit persons 
upon tlio license board, but I feel sure 
that the government has fully realized 
the Injustice dbne^ the city In this mat- 
ter, andi'Wlll;.talcbfs;tep,9,!t0' place upon 
the council ' the ^responsibility of ' en- 
forcing Its ovyn bylaws more especial- 
ly as the act fully protects tho Ilcenue 
holder. 

Effect has also been given to the 
referendum vote re grocers' liquor 
license, but owing to the con- 
struction nlacod on tho wordins of the 
vote I do not think much has been 



gained in those cases where the liquor 
department is a fenced off portion of 
the same store, On the other hand 
they have been put to considerable 
expense. 

: Songheos Reserve 

This matter is now- receiving the 
attenliou of the Dominion government, 
and no doulit every effort will be made 
to Ijring about a settlement. 

Fire Department 

This department underwent a severe 
test At the- ext^n'fjlye-Mr %hlch occur- 
red in July, and was Inimediately 
thereafter subject to u rigid investiga- 
tion resulting in some criticism on the 
methods of handling the department 
and suggestions for improving and in- 
creasing tlie apparatus, a matter call- 
ing for the early attention of the in- 
coming council. Thi.'s with the im- 
provement -to.-itho -water -supply will 
iiiace the department- oa-a betterfoot-

A still nijp.re ylgqcojis policy of In- 
sjiection of roofs and premises is es- 
sential. , 

Police Department 

The police department has been un- 
fortunate in having lost an old and 
faithful member in the per.«;on of its 
senior sergeant, Jolin Horton. 

Sergt. Redgrave was also dangerous- 
ly sick for many months, but is now 
convalescing. 

As in previous years the department 
has done yeoiiian service in keeping 
the town free of undesirable clistracters 
in which it has hecn ably assisted by 
the valuable services of Dr. Milne, the 
Dominion cmi.gration .igent. I cannot 
s))cak too liighly of tlie valuable as- 
sistance of Aid. Henderson and Mr. 
Mable as' niethbers of the police com- 
mission In the regulating of tho de- 
partment and enforcing the laws that 
make for an orderly city. 

Buildings and Surveys 

Owing to heavy special demands tiie 
apiiropriations for the alterations to 
the city liall were not used for that 
purpose. The building, more parti- 
tailarly the interior Is a standing iJIh- 
grace to a city like Victoria, and a 
speolal effort fihould bp made to carry 
out* the proposed Improvenients ' early. 
In i^the; coming, year, : ,. . . ' 

Ah Iniproveraent has been made In 
'the ;Yi':atei''. supply to the Old Men's 
home by the laying of a larger main 
fi-nm near the hospital. Steam or hot 
water lieatlng apparatus and better 
cooking appliance is the only tiling now 
needed to make tlie home complete 
and ocononiioai. 

The hiarUot building Is still In tiues- 
tion. A promise was made to the city 
by the railroad poopio lu the summer 
that the whole queatlon would be satl.s- 
factorlly settled, but nothing came of 
it and the city is pressing its case for 
a settlement. 

Tlie loss by lire of the exhibition 
buildings will give (opportunity for tlie 
better arrangement and tho erection 
of more modern and suitable buildings. 
The Carnegie library building Is In ,a 
splendid condition, and should ribt re-- 
quire any repairs for some years.- 
City Hall 

The 3Vork In the city hall has largely 



increased on account of additional'.' 
local Improvement. The two new ap-',- 
polntnients of an assistant accountant' 
and lady stenographer have proved 
satisfactory and- economical, a^ho city' • 
assessor and building, inspector de- 
partment ' has been hard pressed 
through the Increase of work, and If 
will be necessary to provide that office 
with an assistant. 

The suggestion has been adopted;''".,: 
providing for a separate set of water-' 
; works books and an outside audit. 
I The -greatest drawback now existing 
j in the city work is that tlio legal de- 
j partment is situated away from the 
; city haU. This is not only a great in- 
convenience, but also dangerous on ac- 
I count of absence of documeftts and 
papers from the different departments. 
, I hope some arrangement can be made 
. to bring about the desired change. 

Parks \ 
I Early in the year legislation was ob- 
1 tained and a park commission ap- 
I pointed which has already dono good 
j work In starting a general svstem of 
I boulevardlng residence streets. Plans 
I have 'been' formulated for improve- 
' ments to the paries and especiallv to 
, tlie ■ better housing of birds and ani- 
imals, but>as .no,"adequate appropria- 
I tlon had been made for tae work, the 
i commission was obliged to he content 
j with planning for this year. 
I Grazing sheep in the park proved 
i a success as to results, but not as to 
! method. If this is to be done as it 
1 should be, the cjty must own the 
j sheep and handle them proporly. 

Considerable Improvement has been 
made through Beacon Hill park and 
a fair beginning made on the now park 
In Ward 2. . . 

The work already done. ln boule- , 
I vardlng speaks volumes for the ef- 
I fects that will bo produced upon the 
city if the plans of tho park commls- 
I slon are carried out. 

Legislation

Apropos of Mr. Lemieux's mission

to this continent. ^Commenting on this 
latest information, the Toronto News 
says: 

One cause of the movement is the 
industrial disquiet due to Japan's sud- 
den leap from the simple arts and 
, handicrafts to the employment of the 
r- ;■ Jiipst eli^ machinery in her work- 
- ; sTipps. The sudden change has proved 
extremely disastrous to the old artisan 
class; and the people have not yet ad- 
justed themselves to the new era of 
machinery and wholesale production. 
The consequent nocial discontent is 
widespread. But added to this is the 
heartlessness of Japan's labor system; 
in fact here Is where tho emigration 
movement gains its chief impetus. The 
worker is ground down to a degree 
that would not bo tolerated in a wcsL- 
ern nation. The wage sy.'steni i.'i op- 
pressive and bears particularly hard 
npon-the women. Starvation . wages 
are the rule even in Tokto, Whose ar- 
tisans are the best paid in the'wholo 
\ empire. Tho smallness of the wage 
ha.g been recently intensified ■ by the 
advance in tho cost of living. Another 
thing is that the law does not control 
the hours of labor, and the condition 
of the toilers is said to bo pitiable in 
the extreme. Factory opei-atlvos work 
eleven hours a day, and railway men 
often are on duty twenty-four hours 
consecutively. Employers in Japan at- 
tach little value to the lives of their 
employes, and foreigners are slioclied 
at tho unnecessary risk and exposure 
which , operatives are constantly ex;- 
<fjplisea;'I»x -this picture we have .u"r<?- 
." stsbiiable explanation of the eagernssa 
df the Japanese to emigrate even to 
countries where they arc not very 
handsomely welcomed or considerately 
treated after landing, \; • 

We observe by a recent Canadian 
Associated Press dispatch that officer.^ 
at the Salvation Army headquarters in 
London complain that the present im- 
migration situa.tion, in,Caj}ada.l)as.heen 
gravely accentuated by ' tlio thousands 
of "distress cases" sent out b->' agen- 
cies ill Cireut Britain who have no or- 
ganization in Canada to cope wltli 
, -^hem. '.'Atjcording to a statement of the 
° Withisters of the interior, in the Com- 
mons, the Salvation Army is tho only 
Old Country eniifrratioii auoiicy which 
has taken adequate measures for the 
placing of its proteges , on thelr arrival 
In Canada. In thiVf fconnedtioh, the 
Ottawa Evening Journal says: 
; 'It is fair to credit tho government 
with zeal in the endeavor to prevent 
tho Importation of tho unfit to Canada, 
but it is quite plain to anyone with an 
eye in, his head, in Montreal, Ottawa, 
Toronto, and elsewhere, that tho 
meshes have not been drawn closely 
enough. The ticivermnent is udvertls- 
ing In Great Britain for tho purpose of 
preventing all emigration to Canada, 
with tho exception nf .such per.soiis us 
have enough money to ]:ee)) them until 
the spring, or friends in Canada wlio 
are willing to loolc after tlicni until 
then.

been cultivated, and has . remained 
wild from the earliest times. Were 
tho offer of the Duke to fall through, 
it would be nothing short of a calam- 
ity, for eventually, if the park is sold, 
the land must be uprooted and dese- 
crated for the sake of the coal which 
lies beneath. Many will no doubt at 
once think it the cause whlcli has 
driven the Duke and ijuchc^.s awa\' 
from Trentham, but it is a f.-ict tliat 
the state of the Trent has very much 
improved of late.

During the Year Just Closed 
, 70,000 People Visit Pro;r 
■vineiallnstifutidnVCi;

Nearly j#,l[)9Qci»Mi§9' passdd\iirough 
e portals of " the •pr6vlncla:i' museum 
during the year of 1907. They came 
from every portion of the globe, but 
from Canada, the United States, Japan 
and India In the greatest numbers. 

It is extremely probable that the 
greatest number of any one nation ex- 
cept perhaps Canadian.? were Japan- 
ese for hardly a day passes that half 
a dozen or so of that nationality are to 
be seen here. When a Japanese boat 
arrives, the place is iiterally„ tJiTonged 
\s ith tliom. Native British Columbians 
hardly appear to appreciate the mus- 
eum to its propery degree. It Is doubt- 
ful If as many residents of this pro- 
vince visited the interesting building 
which stands at the east end of the 
pile of grey stone that fronts the har- 
bor as there were from the prairie 
provinces. Visitors from the United 
States wore there in largo numbers, 
every state of the union helng repre- 
sented. 

About one-third of the visitors re- 
gister. In all about 30,000 are rc^prcs- 
entfid on the books. Of Ihese some 
14,000 were man and wife. The regis- 
ter, a bulky volume, contains a col- 
lection of weird signatures, and If 
there is anything In chlrography, the 
bulk of the visitors were decidedly 
bad characters. 

At the mineral museum, there were 
nearly 1^,000 visitors durin.g the year, 
which has just closed. The mineral 
museum stands to the rear of the main 
building and does not occupy quite as 
prominent a situation, but from the 
register it is apparent that the great 
bulk of the visitors were from British 
Columbia. 

Handsome as is the main provincial 
muse\im the great additions to the col- 
lection have resulted in the building 
becoming cramped for room. Already 
the objects on the main floor of the 
building cannot be displayed to best 
advantage for lack of room, while the 
curator will shnrlly have two new 
cases dlspla\-inK grouiia of animals for 
which room will have to be provided.

cabin on Pandora street, called at the 
I)ollco station enquiring for him.

in giving his judgment, MagL-strato 
Jay said that he had no doubt but 
that the men had signed to serve for 
the whole year, but tho question was 
whetlier the original contract had been 
varied. There was no law to jirevent 
such a variation which was In fact 
contemplated by the Canada Slapping 
act. In this ca.se all parties went be- 
fore the fihijipliiK master who made 
an entry in the ship's articles of the 
change. 

The magistrate thouglit it might be 
unfortunate for the shipping masters 
I hat there should bo two .sealing sea- 
.sons, as the return miglit give the In- 
dians an oiipoi'tiinity to take advant- 
age of them, but lie was not prepared 
to say that any mifair advantage had 
been taken hero. T'hero was strong 
evidence to show that tbo captain took 
the crew to the .shii)!)inK master of his 
own \-oliiion. if he had been held 
yp by the Indians, ire.. had a remedy 
under the act, had- he. cared to avail 
liimself of it. "

In by Victor Jacohson for freight 
brought to Constant, his worship 
thought that the evidence showed Oiat 
this was an afterthought and war^ot 
substantial.

MINES AND SMELTERS 
. WILL RUN AS USUAL 

Normal Conditions at Phoenix 
and Grand ...Fork? Within 



"Within thirty days tho number of 
men employed, at the ' Piiocnlx and 
Grand ForkS^-'iplAeS', and:|:4moiters will 
be as large als before tlie- mines .clcsed 
down some time ago," said W. S. Hus- 
sey, superintendent of , the provincial 
police department, who returned Sun- 
day moirning after an extended tour 
through tho interior of the province in 
the interest of liis department. 

"When I -vyas in Phoenix a few days 
ago there 'were 330 men at work, and 
tho ' manager estimated that Inside a 
I'.-ionth 550 men would bo employed. At 
Grand Forks 75 men were einplriyed at 
the Granby company's smelter, and it 
is expected tiiat this number will bo 
Increased to 350 men before another 
month passes. Tho coal mining and 
mining industries of the province gen- 
erally seem to be in good condition, 
despite the so-called financial string- 
ency. The price of copper Is low, but 
the men have . oonBented' to a' reason- 
able reduction in pay In order to per- 
mit the smelters to work at a profit. 
The Crow's Nost Coal Company's pro- 
perties are being worked at full blast 
at i-'errile and Michel, and the pay 
sheet for the month of November was 
the largest In the history of the com- 
pany aggregating $205,000. 

"The lumber industry of the pro- 
vince is naturally quiet, owing to the 
real estate stagn.atlon In the North- 
west, but it shows signs of improving 
shortly. Tho people of the intei-lor of 
the province do not seem to feel the 
llnanclal crisis any, for if they do, they 
don't show It Everybody seems to bo 
prosperous. 'TMS "Weather, conditions 
during my trip were Ideal. There is 
very little snow anywhere, and the 
winter so' far has been very mild."

HERE AND THERIE 

Very few now read the sermons of 

John Wesley, the man U'lio more than 
a ccnlurj- and a lialf ago .stirred tl 
hearta and conKCiences of the wliole 
British nation. JSver since tlie live 
of men and women iuive been inllu 
enced by the ti-uth.s ho taught, tli 
opinions he advanced and the rules of 
conduct lie laid down. It would 1)( 
foolish a.s well 'as wrong to .spealc 
lightly of the influence of the great 
Foiindei' of Methodism. But thougl 
that inlluence Is great even in our own 
day, the actual books written by John 
Wesley are read only by a very small 
class. 

It Is far otherwise with the works 

of his brother Charles. In every Pro 
testant church in Christendom and In 
many that repudiate the word 'Pro- 
testant' iicarts are touched and lives 
ui)lifted lij' tlio music and sentiment 
of the hymns sung by Charles Wesley. 
The words of ills noble hymn.s llnd a 
response in every lieart and have been 
translated into many languages. They 
spetik to the religious sentiment that 
irrespective of creeds or tenet.s is al- 
most universal. 

The Methodists of England recenth- 
celebrated the anniversary of the blrtii 
of tills great singer vrhose poeniS' were 
too great to remain in the possession 
of any one body of Christians, and in 
every corner of the world there are 
those who revere the meniory of the 
man whose echoes roll from soul to 
soul and grow forever and forever." 

On the question of the teaching of 
tenijierance in scliools there is a widi; 
difl'erence of opinion. There are a 
great many good people who think 
that the schoolboolcs on physiology 
and hygiene should contain chapters 
devoted to the elTect of alcohol on the 
tis.sues of I lie human Jiodj-, and that 
from earliest cliildliood pupils should 
be warned of the dangers which at- 
tend the U;ie of alcohol in any form. 

Schoolbooks have^ been prepared 
which contain pictures and charts Il- 
lustrative of the harm ^yhich alcohol 
does 'to the heart and liings .and other 
organs. Such boolts are i Used In the 
schools of the United States and to 
some extent In Canada. 

While educators are agreed that all 
children should be taught to lead so- 
ber lives, there are many who doubt 
the advisability of treating the '.sub- 
joct from a scientilic .-itandpolnt. 

These i)eople sliow that men who 
have made the luinian body a lifelong 
stud.v and who liave the experience of 
the past to guide them, are nol agreed 
a.-i to the e.xact way in which alcohol 
works on the system, and contend 
that it is foolish to state as true mat- 
ter.s which are still' the subject of In- 
vestigation. 

It i.s .■'tated. moi-eovor. that such 
teaching lias' failed in its object of 
making sobeii citizens. 

Aniong^ho.'Je who hold the.se views 
is the State Teachers' association of 
llliuuls, who passed a resolution a 
-short time ago asking tliat the law 
whicli make.s it comi)ulsory for teach- 
ers lu us(; such books as have been 
rol'eri'ed to. The association says the 
law "is objectionable because it lays 
emphasiti on pliysiolog.v instead of hy- 
giene and the moral el'feets of stimu- 
lants." 

lOvery child who is old enough to 
consider the suliji?ct can see and tiii- 
dcn-staiid tlie loss and evil that comes 
to the individual \vlio biiconies a slave 
to tlie use of alcoholic stimulants. It 
is easy to jioint nut that scdjer men 
call make the most of the powers that 
God has given them, while the work of 
the most talented has been hindered 
and their lives cut short by Indulg- 
ence In strong drink. Even hero the 
greatest care must be taken not to 
make exaggerated statements. Fa- 
naticism In temperance, as in all other 
things, defeats its own ends. 

Where very young children are eon 
cerned It Is the part of wUdom to 
avoid allusion to evlia which do not 
come under the observation of the 
majority of the pupils. 

Nothing but harm can result I'roin 
ac(iuainting children with the sins of 
a world of wdilcli they should know 
nothing. High ideals and pure e.xam- 
riles make far more lasting impres- 
pres.slons on yontlifiil minds than 
warnings or sermons given witli even 
the best Intentions. In tliis matter, 
as ill others, it is safe to follow the 
advice given nearly nineteen centur- 
ies ago; 

""Whatsoever things are true, what- 
soever tilings are liuiiest, wiiatsoever 
things are .lust, whatsoever things are 
|]iire, whatsoever tilings are lovely, 
wiiatsoever things are of good report, 
if there lie any virtue Jind If there be 
any praise, think on these things."

Young, women who came 
here ,as -strangers :Shpuld -have some 
place where tiioy would.. be kindly re- 
ceived and where they might stay at 
the smallest possible expense until 
they had secured employment. It was 
thought that tho . Young Women's 
Christian Association might furnisn 
the organization needed and that It 
would eo-operato with the Women's 
Council to do this very important part 
of the immigration work. Mrs. Kor- 
m;in and some of tlie other ladies 
thought that the co-operation of the 
Women's f'ouncll might render it iio.s- 
sibl(> tor them to reconsider their de- 
cision not to rent bedrooms. The 
furnishing of the roimis w:is tlie most 
diflicult prolileni. The matter will re- 
ceive furtliiT consideration at Uie next 
regular uKuning of tlic Wonien'7^ Coun- 
cil. Miss Crease tlianked the ladles 
for the kind reception ae<;oTded her 
and the meeting adjourned.

of the cleverest pugilists tho world has 
ever seen, h6. bad ft'- knockout punch 
In, either hand, Then he started down 
the ladder, and railing lu keep in con- 
dition, lost to- a number of second- 
raters. A.fter,sevia-al years oC this he 
went o-ver' to 'England, where he met 
with considerable success. He twice 
lost to Pedlar Palmer, but succeeded 
in winning in a tiiird encounter. 'I'liat 
was ill 11103. Then he went on the 
diiwii grade again, and Ilally drifted 
b:ick to America. Drink \vaB his liard- 
ost opponent, and it finally scored a 
knnekout in the end.

The Government has also granted 
us concessions for wharves and terminals at Acapulco Ilarljor, which is conceded to be the 
second best on the Pacific coast and the.only natural harbor from Panama to San Fi-uu- 
clsco; furllier, the rights are granted for wliarves and terminals at all points on the lake. 

Further concessions arc granted for free Importation of all materials used in the con- 
struction of the railroad, docks, etc. 

Again concessions are granted, exempting from taxation for a period of 15 years, all 
railroads, docks, terminals, etc., and exempting from duty all plantation equipment, such 
as machinery, building material .and supplies. I'^urther rights are granted to colonize this 
land and all colonist's eauipment are exempt from duty, which Is in itself a very valuable 
concession. . , 

OBJECTS AND PLANS OF THE COMPANY { 

The objects .and, pJans of the company embrace the cultivation of bananas, pineapples 
and other trdp.ieai;-fi:uits for the markets of the west coast of the Unltedl States and 
Canada.

The cayaco nut i.s found growing in great 
abund.-mce in this locality but no where else for hundreds of miles, up or down the coast. 
The trees produce great clusters, ot nuts about the size of a green walnut and grow on 
bunches luactically the same as bananas, '!eaeh, bunch weJghlfi'g--from,v40''-pounds to 70

The meat of the nut yields according to the analysis of .'ProfdSBdr' -Byers,- head' che- 
mist ot the University of Washington, 47.4 pure cocoanut oil and ;tlie nut Jtself, Will bum 
like a candle, so high i.s the percentage of oil. This prodiict'at' the present, tini'e brings" 
$21 per cargo or mule load, or 7c per pound In Acapulco. From'here it Isishipped to the 
manufacturers of fine soap who use it In preference to all other Oils or, fatS* ',The demand 
is always greatly In excess of tho supply, so that high prices always prevail," It requires 
■40 years for the trees to come into bearing. It then bears from two to four ciuslcrs of 
nuts per annum for 300 years. " There are more than 500,000 trees on this property, each, 
of which will yield 50e per annum when the nuts are properly gathered and preserved. 
Tiie nut is very similar in appearance to that of a black walnut, the shell being very 
hard, while the kernel or meat is solid and when shelled, about the size of a Pecan. At 
tho present time tliey are cracked by the natives with rocks, a very slow, expensive and 
tedious job. Witjh modern machinery for the cracking of .these- nuts the. revenue derived 
from them wjl^e large and .they will bo one of our most profi^ble cropsV ■. > 'tt ' 

COTTON 

Our plantation la.st year produced over $50,000 worth of cotton. There Is a large cot- 
ton mill on the edge of the property where native fabrics are manufactured. With the 
cheap and abundant labor, perfect climatic conditions, fertile soil, joined with modern 
methods of culture, this crop may be extrenndy iirofitable. ^''he crop Is now grown with 
little or no cultivation and \\o pr^eparation of the soil before the crop is planted. 

SUGAR CANE 

Conditlon.s of climate, soil and moisture aro perfectly adapted to the perfect growth 
of this great staple crop. Hero the sugar cane matures naturally, far removed from a,ll 
danger of frost, attaining maximum size and highest percentage saccharine matter; and 
unlike that .of Louisiana: and. other sections ot tho south, needs only to be replanted once 
In twelve yealrs.'

On such a tract 
400,000 plants should be producfil in 2 years, allowing, ten i)er cent, for I'ailures, tliero 
would be 300,000 to iTuiture. 1,000 plants should i)roduco 3 arrobas (an arroba eqnajs 25 
lbs.) which would inako 1,080 arrobas of 25 Ih.s. each for the entire crop of 25 acres In two 
>cars or 27,000 lbs., equal to 540 lbs. per acre ])or annum. There are i)lanlatlons near 
Tuxtepec where the entire output for 1004 sdd for $20 per arroba and the 1905 crop for 
$25. Probably the average jirico for the last two years from tlie well known plantations 
has not been les.'s than $10. This would give the planter $18,280 for his 1,080 arrobas, or 
$8,640 per annum. . .

Largo trac'ts of the richest soil, adjoining tho lake and rivers may be artificially suli- 
iiiergod for the cultivatlnn of rice, if such irrigation Is deemed necessary. This product 
finds a ready market in Mexico at high jirices. The Mexican rice resembles the Louisiana 
rice. In size,. ehape,.and form. ' ' , • • 

CACAO OR CHOCOLATE ' ^ ' 

(Extract from tho report of the British Minister of Mexico to the Government of Great 

Britain.) j,, 

TIio tree that produocti the "h'ood of the Gods" (Chocolate) is a native of Mexico ;ind 
was introduced by the Spaniards fi-om Mexico into Kurope, and Hp to the present time 
is not produced In sulfioient quantities to meet the world's consumi)tion. This tree .Is 
found growing wild throughout tropical Mexico, whore tho elevation is from 100 to 1,200 
feet above sea level, A warm mol«t climate, having a mean temper.itiire of between 75 
to 80 degrees Fahr., is necessary for the cultivation of cacao, if large crops are exiiecled. 
Tho best elevation Is'from 300 to 500 feet. Rejourns , from a cacao plantation cannot be 
expected under five years, '^he average yield 'of ((Jr;^; cacao from each tree varies very 
much, being from 2 to 8 pounds per tree. Chocolate trees last from'30 to 40 yQ-.u-n. 

750 trees per hedtara (2% acres) Will produce for the planter 2,500 lbs., or 75 cargas, 
tho price of which 1^$20 to $25 per carga at tho plantation. Deducting the cost of collect- 
ing, drying and Hacking, the seed from $3 to $5 per carga, the net annual profit will be 
about $2,100 beside- the corn, bananas, etc., raised as side crops. 

PINEAPPLES 

There .are no finer plneai)ples grown in the world, than aro grown at the present 
time on our plantation with practically no care or cultivathm. The demand for froHh 
and canned pineapples is unlimited and with fast freight steamers piving on the Pacific, 



From March to June of each year, there is at least $100,000 worth of onions imported 
from Australia to California and Puget Sound Points at a cost averaging about 3»/ic per 
pound.

Tomatoes growing on the west 
coast ot Mexico are noted for their superior quality and can bo laid down on Pacific 
Coast points, in from 4 to 10 days. This crop would unquestionably prove very profitable 
to tho grower. -, .' 

We mention only a few of . the many winter vegetables that can be profitably grown 
and shipped at alternate seasons with our own with the decided advantage of reaching 
the market at a -time when prices are always the very highest.

About three years from planting, the first crop is to be gathered an(i,.tli6.cr(;(p in- 
creases steadily for 15 to 20 years, from one pound the first year, to six .pounds -tbei^thlrd 
or fourth year, after whichi the increase is very gradual. 

Five hundred trees are planted to the acre. They grow naturally from 15 to 20 feet , 
high, but are kept trimmed baclt to about six feet in height to, facilitate gathering and to, 
forde the growth of bearing limbs.

when he noted the high tide and fierce 
wind of Saturday night and Sunday 
morning he expected to liave oven more 
rrpoit.i of breaks and Hooding than 
Jie lias yet received- A. number oX tlie 
cases of flooding he states are due 
.rather to the overflowing at the dykes 
thaii their actual breaking. 

The chief break occurred at Steves - 
ton, where the dyke from No. 1 road 
to the Scottish Canadian cannery Is 
about a quarter of a mile, the dyke is 
badh.' down, and two of the breaks are 
exceptionally wide. 

At Rose's rancli on No. 1 road there 
is another bad break, and the ranch 
was covered with from two to three 
feet of water all day yesterday. The 
new dyk« on No. 'A road suffered es- 
pecially, a break of fully 20 feet hav- 
ing- been made in the >■ construction 
flooding a large extent of counrty. The 
dyke surrounding the Brlghouse ranch 
also went down, And- ibis property it 
still flooded to a considerable extent. 

On the mainland along the North 
Arm the dyke just above the Lulu Isl- 
and railway bridg-e was damaged and, 
with the overflow over the top of tho 
embankment, the property of the new 
sawmill at this nolnt as well a.s the 
property of tho B. 5- Cattle Company 
.was llboded.

JAPANESE COLONY 

Plan to Cultivate Sugar Beets on the 
C. P. R. Irrigated Land East 
of Calgary 



Vancouver, Jan. 6.^ — A Japanese col- 
ony will be established along the line 
of the Ca/iadian Pacilic railway 
twer.l>'-five miles east of Calgary, 
r.iat was the statetnent made by Jlr. 
K.-ii.' Tany, a prominent Japanese, and 
Ciie ^vho is in close touch with the 
home government. He was in Van- 
couver tliis morning on his way to 

, .Vfctpria, and will take boat there for 

;;'4'Qie Orient. 

v:'"^!- Mr. Nag Tany has purchased 10,000 
; ■' acresf ^f irrigated lands east of Cal- 
gary, and the'stigar beet industry will 
; bo undertaken. The pick of the agri- 
.V. cultural class of Japan will be brought 
'5?^0ut to populate iflfe land, which will be 
' '.'"ready for occupation some time this 
year. It is proposed to bring out about 
one hundred in" the nrst detachment, 
and this will be enlarged as the land 
is opened up.' In connection with the 
importation of those rP^eoplg, Mr, Nag 
Tanv has organized a company with a 
capital of $250,000. 

While the growing of sugar beets 
will be the principal Industry, garden 
produce wllj also be grown, and every 
effort niade to establish an agricultural 
• district that -will be lacking in nothing. 
"A big sugar refinery is among.st the 
-plans of the promoters, ljut this will 
not be built until tho production of 
sugar beets is ample to .iustify tho 
undertaking. Mr. Nag Tany is a 
graduate of the Ontario Agricultural 
College at Guelph, Ont., and is conse- 
quently well equipped in the matter of 
TBCientlflc agriculture. 



Vancouver, Jan. 6. — Civic officials 
are at the present moment making 
a calculation where the city stands 
with reference to the expenditure Tin- 
der the $750,000 by-law for the '^xtgn- 
sion of the city waterworks, ,the ?nief 
work Under whioli is comprehended 
in tlie Seymour creek system now 
under way. The plans for next year's 
work are. being. laid and the question 
of the amount of money remaining is 
vital. It is rumored tliat the debits 
recorded against the account already 
nearly equal the available funds, and 
if this condition is found to be cor- 
rect it will be necessary to submit a 
supplementary by-law to the elector- 
ate to complete, the Seymour creek 
system. 

Thoi by-law received a heavy blow 
when tho recent sale of bonds at S5 
was made, this rate necessitating im- 
mediately striking off of $90,000 from 
the available funds. In addition, it 
is pointed out tliat tho price of labor 
and materials is now fully 20 per 
cent higher than at the time when 
'ho orig;;ial estimates were prepared, 
thus making another unoxpec^-edly 
large debit. 

Tlie accounting now in progress Is 
talcing up another phase of the mat- 
ter througli the statements of water- 
works officials that amounts have 
been charged against the by-law 
money, which should not be placed 
in the account. Among these are the 
items 1'or tlie construction of the 
Stanley park reservoir, a deficiency 
in a previous by-l.aw, tlio cost of 
laying a main constructed before tho 
by-law was passed and tl'.e entire 
cost of installation of services in 
1906. These items have already been 
placed against the by-law, and if they 
are found not to be a llabllfity against 
its moneys, provision must be made 
for them: in some other -way. 

All these matters are now being 
tiireshcd ou^, ; and ..the final meeting 
of the presen't'courfell will -be i^resent- 
cd Willi a report showing the exact 
condition of affairs. ->•■ 

A .Wife's Complaint . 
Vancouver, Jan. 6. — A waran't has 
been issued for tho arrest of Anson 
Soper, formerly proprietor of the Le- 
land hotel. He is charged with non- 
support of his wife. The information 
is laid by JMrs. Maggie Soper, and she 
charges that, her husband lia.s not been 
living^ with ' her for .^onie time and 
that he does, not contribute to Iier sup- 
port. A summons was 'first issued for 
Soper, and "he was to appear in the po- 
lice court, today. He failed to turn 
up and then it was that the crown 
asked for a warrant. The court grant- 
ed it" on condition that tho police 
would first ascertain if Soper had good 
reason for not attending court. Soper 
left the Leland hotel three months 
ago, and it Is understood that he Js' 
not doing anything at the present, 
thnc.

Vanoouver, Jan. 6. — The police have 
rounded lip a daring Japanese burglar 
and one whose operations have been 
conducted mostly in the West end of 
tho city, and on a very extensive scale. 
He gives hla name as Kato, and has 
confessed his crime. He will be sen- 
tenced by Magistrate 'Williams tomor- 
row morning. 

The burglary for which Karo was 
arrested occurred at the rosidenoo of 
L. 'C. Perry, lli37 Nelson street, early 
Saturday evening, when Jewelry val- 
ued at $160 was taken. The family 
wer absent downtown at the time and 
entrance was sained through a bath- 
room window. Tho articles taken 
were a solitaire diamond ring, a ladles' 
gold watch, a ladies' gold curb chain 
lifty inches long, a ladies' opal ring, a 
baby's gold locket, a gold chain brace- 
let set with cmeralda and a gold locket. 

The burglary was reported to police 
hea;lquarter.s on Siiturday night, and 
the (letectlvo fovco was set to work. In 
going through the Chinese district yes- 
terday afternoon , Dfttectlves 'T^Taddell 
and Jackson discovered In one of tho 
pawnshops the -watob that had been 
taken from- the 3?erry residence. They 
learned that the watch had been dis- 
posed of b3' a Japanese a description 
of whom they obtained. 

Later in tho afternoon they again 
visited the pawnshops in .that district, 
and In one of them they found a., Jap 
trying to dispose Of some goods. He 
acted rather\suspIe,lously. , and while 
Detective Jaclcson kept watch on him 
Detective "Waddell ' -went after the 
pawnbroker who had furnished the 
description. The latter returned and 
identified the Jap as the one who had 
sold him the watch. 

The Jap, suspecting that Ke was be- 
ing tracked, made a bolt for the back 
door, but Detective Jaclcson was too 
quick- for him. The officer drew his 
revolver and guarded his man 'until 
Detective Waddell returned. 

Other burglaries have occurred In 
the 'West end during the past few 
weeks, and the police have evidence 
that Kato is connected with at least 
one ot them. That was at tho resi- 
dence of Mrs. George E. Macdonald, 
Beach avenue. The only thing mi.^sed 
there was a bronze mantel clock. That 
other things were taken is a certainty, 
for yesterday when Kato -t.va^ being 
placed under arrest ho pulled a pocket- 
book from out of his pockets and 
threw It aw-ay. One of the detoctivas 
picked it up and across the cover in 
large gold letters w-as the name of Mrs. 
Micdonald. Two suits ofiClOthes and 
an overcoat wore stolen from the .resi- 
dence of Mr. 'tVard, 1144 Ca«flera> stxeet, 
and the residence 'of^ •'MrlP'No&ker, 
Howe street, was also visited. The 
police hope to connect Kato with these 
robberies. 

Kato comes from the united States, 
and has been in Vancouver but a short 
time. He hsii been In Seattle and tho 
police believe thatihe has a bad record 
across the Bordesr, ,x ''^ 

This morning the magistrate told 
Mm that he was liable for life Impris-f 
nnment. - 'ICattf ' pleaded guilty tS' the 
Perry burglary, but was not questioned 
in reference to tho othora.

Vancouver, Jan. 6. — At 5 o'clock this 
morning a .scow loaded with rock 
broke from its moorings at Armalrong 
& Morrison's wharf at the north end 
of the Westminster avenue bridge, the 
high tide and strong wind coming up 
tho creek, being responsible for the 
accident. Drivpn by the force of air 
and water the heavy woiglit wa.s forced 
against the Westminster avenue bridge 
at a point near the centra! span. With 
mighty force the loaded scow banged 
against tlie piling of the portion of tlio 
bridge over which the British Cohim- 
bia Electric Hallway Company's cars 
run and again and again struck thu 
construction,- at -leacli - blow knocking 
downWctlons of ■ the foundation.

Retrenchment In arm.v, naval and 
other expenses. Increased direct"^ tax- 
ation and postponement of public en- 
terprises have been decided upon by 
the Japaneao governiiiont to coi)o wltif 
the straitened post-bellum (Inanclal 
situation, according to ailvlces receiv- 
ed by the steamer Kmiiress of Cnina 
yesterday. Fifteen million dollars Is 
expected to bo raised by increased tax- 
ation, $10,000,000 saved yearly by tho 
curtailment of milltarv oxpen.ses, and 
almost $5,000,000 yearly .for six years 
by retrenchment in naval enterprises, 
while an average of twenty millions 
dollars is to bo secured by postpone- 
ment of public works for six years. . 

The arrest ot tho extension of arma- 
ment will be followed by a peace 
policy, 'aided by ententes" concluded 
witli the i)rinclpal foreign powers. 
Considerable objection will iiavo to l)e 
t'ontended with i)y the govi^rnment not 
billy regarding tlic proposed iiiiu-eascd 
taxation, but from some, sections of 
army a.nd navy,. the militarists lighting 
strongly against the proposed curtall- 
moiits. The articles 011 which the 
greatest increases of taxation are to 
he made will be ssike, sugar and to- 
bacco. It -is expected to secure $2,500.- 
000 by aililed taxes on, sake, $1,350,000 
on sugar, taxes of wliicii will advance 
llfty per cent., while the increased 
lirice of twenty per cent, by the gov- 
ernment tobacco monopolv will add 
.K'.riOO.OOO. New consnniptlon taxeu 
will 1)0. i)iaced on potroleiim, mtitehes, 
tea and p;ii)er and other articles. 'I'he 
roadjustiiient ot army (expenses will 
lessen the anunint to be provided for 
military expenses for':six years by 
sixty per cent, and 'foi! naval expendi- 
ture by 25 per cent'. In faot the new 
budget provides fo,r 'retrenchment all 
along tho line. !

Some interesting comments arc made 
by Japanese newsjiapcrs regarding tlie 
negotiations. Tlie NIchi Nichl of 
Tolcio says it believes that "tlie under- 
.standlng is to the effect that Japanese 
immigrants, should be restricted by 
admlnlstrati've means to not exceed 
onfe htindred and fifty per montli or 
two thousand per year, as Indian eml- 
gi'ants to Canada, , and .the, qualiflca- 
tion of such emigrants should be also 
more closely examined than before. 
Secondl.v, tlic Canadian comiiiission 
wished to have a formal .agreement, 
but yielded to .fapan's sincere promise 
to enfor<'e tlie uiulerslanding to its 
full ext<'nl. 'l-'hus relying on special 
relations b(!tvveen Canada, and Jaiian 
resulting from the Anglo- Japanese alll-

The Kokuinin. a .soml-olBcial Tokio

legal contract binding upon its parties. 
If, ' therefore, there should hjivc been 
evinced a desire on the part of tho 
Canadian envoy, Mr. Lemleuic, lio'- ob- 
tain from the Japanese party to' the 
negotiations a written form ot con- 
tract in lieu of merely a verbal declar- 
ation, tho fact docs not argue any dis- 
trust on the part of IMr. I^emieux, but 
merely a, natural, overwhelming acqui- 
escence in arid recognition of tiie cus- 
tom of his piifoiile. cjuot homineH tot 
sentenliae. It may be, altliough wa 
liave not all realized it personally, Hint 
written contracts are not necessary in 
transactions between Japanese in or- 
dinary business. But we submit tliat 
.some authentic, • permanent record is 
desirable in . International oaSes, such 
as tills. Apart frbrii tlie- fa:et: tliat;,Mr; 
Lemieux would haLturally',be required' 
on Ills return to Ottawa to produce 
.some such authoritative guivrantee of 
the results of his higli mission, \t la 
obvious that all state ministries are 
sub.icct to the law of change, and that 
whereas, so long' as the present In- 
cumbents hold ollico, there could be no 
occasion for even a breath of suspi- 
cion on citlier side regarding the im- 
plementing of the most casual verbal 
declaration, yet It is quite conceivablo 
tiiat the induction of an entirely new 
government, wit'h-^destriictive instead 
of constructive > tendencies,'; might ,re-, 
suit in a perfectly .''slricere' policy : bf- 
minimizing, if not repudiating, the ob- 
ligations imposed by a declaration, 
which, being only oral, would neces- 
sarily share wltli much latitude of In- 
terpretation. The conclusion, wo 
think is obvious — that there sliould he 
arranged some indisputable jointly re- 
cognized record of the result of these 
very interesting and Important Inter- 
national negotiations. 

Is There a Way Around 
Tlierc i.s no obligation, perliaps, in' 
order that this result be achieved, 
that the rciiresentatives ot the Jap- 
anese government should necessarily 
give iMr. Lemieux a formal protocol, 
sign a forniai note for ]jublic promul- 
gation, much leas conclude a new 
treaty. A via media lias been indicated 
on many similar occasions. Notably 
of. late years in Japan, the same difll- , 
culty one a sniaUer, scale's was soivfea* 
with masterly diplomacy in the case dC ■ 
the question of foreign Insurance com- 
panies, doing business in Japan, 
agreeing to deposit 150,000 yen wltli 
the Japanese government as n guar- 
antee of good faith.

The Japanese govern- 
ment representatives at lirst absolutely 
declined to put on International record 
any formal pledge to .the effect desired, 
but wUllngljr "d&lared" that no fur- 
ther raise woulii be -made. This was 
considered satisfactory In theory but 
unsatisfactory in practice by the for- 
eign representatives, who finally sug- 
gested a "way out." Tlie "declaration" 
was entered on the ofllolnl records of 
the Japanese ioreign oflico, on those of 
the Uritisli legation and of the Am- 
erican legation, and the incident was 
ininicdiateiy closed to tile satisfaction 
of all cimcerned.
